U.S. Fliers 
Rake Japs 
In China 


CHUNGKING, J uly 4.—(P)— 
China-based American fliers blast- 
ed Japanase communications along 
a vast 1,000-mile aerial front from 
the Yellow river to Indo-China 
yesterday while Chinese soldiers 
posed a new threat to Kweilin, 360 
miles southeast of Chungking, U. 


S. and Chinese communiques said 


today. 

Site of three former Américan | 
airfields, Japanese-held Kweilin 
already was threatened by me- 
dium-sized Chinese forces battling 
within 10 miles west. The Chinese 
high command reported that the 
main Chinese armies in south- 
central China now were swinging 
toward the Kwangsi province cap- 
ital from the southwest. 

REACH LIU RIVER 


Fanning out from captured Liu- 
chow, these forces of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s armies 
pursued withdrawing Japanese 
troops toward Chungtu, 60 miles 
southwest of Kweilin, after cap- 
turing Liucheng, 11 miles north- 
west of Liuchow, on Monday, a 
communique said. 

The Chinese in the Liuchow 
area were wheeling northwest- 
ward along the Liuchow-Kwelin 
highway and railroad and the 
high command said some forma- 
tions had reached the west bank 
of the Liu river six miles east of 
Liuchow. These Chinese elements 
apparently were preparing to 
sweep eastward and ultimately 
pose another threat to Kweilin 
from the south or southeast.

Bomb-carrying P-47 Thunder- 
bolts, in close support of Chinese 
forces, attacked Japanese supply 
and ammunition dumps near 
Hsihsiasuchi north of Laohokow, 
350 miles northeast of Chungking, 
while Mustangs returned to the 
devastated Changsha area west of 
Chungking and smashed enemy 
river boats and rail stations.

| low-flying ‘fighter-bombers winged 


over the Ci (West) river and .at- 
tacked Japanese shipping between 
the former American air base of 
Tanchuk and Koyiu, 50 miles west 
of Canton. Other planes struck 
into Indo-China and pounded the 
great port area around Haiphong, 
53 miles west of Hanoi, capital of 
the French colony. 

One group of American fliers 
flew south’ of the Si river and 
attacked a large Japanese military 
compound at Fahsien, a highway 
hub northeast of the Liuchow pen- 
insula. 

The raid followed a delayed Chi- 
nese High Command admission 
that the Japanese captured Fah- 
sien June 29. From Fahsien, which 
the Japanese apparently took as 
part of a plan to safeguard their 
communications with Hainan is- 
land in the South China sea, the 
invaders drove northeastward. The 
Japanese were engaged by the 
Chinese and fierce fighting was 
in progress, the high command 
said.

rorism tactics in Czechoslovakia 
throughout the war.

There were fireworks, dances and parades—from Berlin to Canberra—but behind it all 
was the solemn reminder sounded in Britain by United States Ambassador John G. Winant 
that “we have much to be grateful for today—but the war is not yet ended.”

Curtin Dies: 
Premier of 
Australia 


CANBERRA, July 4.—(UP)— 
John Curtin, 60, prime minister 
of Australia since October 1941, 
and for 20 years leader of the com- 
monwealth’s labor party, died 
here today. 

Curtin died of heart disease in 
Canberra Lodge, his official resi- 
dence. 

Australia’s wartime leader had 
been ill since he suffered a heart 
attack in November 1944. 


HOSPITALIZED IN APRIL 


Curtin remained at his post, 


_however, until he was hospitalized 


in Canberra April 30 with a lung 
congestion. He was released from 
hospital in mid-June and retired 
to his official residence. 


Deputy Prime Minister and 
Army Minister Francis M. Ford, 
who has been in the government 
since the late Prime Minister 
formed it, succeeds Curtin as act- 
ing head of the state. 

Curtin is survived by his widow, 
a son and a daughter. 


LABOR PARTY EDITOR 


He was born Jan. 8, 1885, at 
Creswick, Victoria. His education 
in the state schools was cut short 
at the age of 14 when he beceme 
a printer's devil on a country 
newspaper. He worked as a copy 
boy on a Melbourne daily and in 
1917 became editor of the West 
Australian Worker, the official la- 
bor newspaper. 


_ For 10 years prior to his elec- 
tion to the premiership, Curtin 
sat as an opposition member in 
parliament. During those 10 years, 
Curtin’s party grew from a cmaill, 
divided group to the most power- 
ful single political unit in Aus- 
tralia. 

Curtin assumed party leadership 
in 1935 and, when war broke out 
in 1939, he refused to sink the 
party identity in a coalition gov- 
ernment similar to the British 
regime.

Dade county was accepted back 
into the Union with a short, col- 
orful address by Postmaster Gen- 
eral R. A. Hannagen, who was 
down in Gainesville. His tran- 
scribed speech was relayed to the 
greatest gathering in Dade county 
history, bunched over the street 
and courthouse square. Great 
cheers went up after Hannagen’s 
speech. 

Earlier President Truman wired 
Judge Townsend congratulations 
to the people of Dade county on 
their nearing vote. Mr. Truman’s 
telegram said: “I am delighted 
to hear of the determination of 
Dade county to celebrate the glo- 
rious Fourth of July by returning 
to the Union. The wheel has 
come to a full circle afters 85 
years. Welcome home pilgrims.” 
THE NARRATOR 

Elbert Forrester, of New Eng- 
land, Ga., a few miles up the val- 
ley from Trenton, was narrator 
for the unique Fourth of July cel- 
ebration. Forrester has served two 
terms in the state senate and two 
terms in the Georgia house of 
representatives, and made many 
of the festive arrangement for the 
final day of the independent state 
of Dade. 

Forrester told the story of “Un- 
cle” Bob Tatum, while Dade Coun- 
ty Ordinary J. M. Carroll enacted 
the part of the hot-tempered se- 
cessionist. A United States Army 
band from the Air Forces 20th 
Ferrying Group at Nashville came 
down to Trenton to. help in the 
welcoming of Dade into the Union. 
Channing Cope, Constitution col- 
umnist, spoke, and was introduced 
by Forrester. 

The entire program was Car- 
ried by station WAGA and direct- 
ed by John Bartlett.

Di- 
rect descendants of three Dade 
county officers who mustered Con- 


federate infantry companies and 
led them through the war were 
present and cast their vote to end 
the war and return to Georgia and 
the nation. 

FEW OLD-TIMERS 

There were only a few old- 
timers who vaguely remember 
when Union Generals Rosecrans, 
Thomas, Crittenden, and McCook 
swept across the mountain barriers 
of Dade and through to the rest of 
Georgia. The generation that saw 
Confederate Generals Joseph E. 
Johnston, Braxton Bragg and 
James Longstreet, when their 
southern armies tried to hold the 
enemy -out of Georgia, is almost 
gone, but the story of the War Be- 
tween the States has been passed 
on to the later generations.

Passengers FromHurts,

TALBOTTON, Ga. July 4.— 
Several hundred persons escaped 
injury when two fast north and 
southbound passenger trains. 
packed to the “rafters” with holi- 
Gay travelers, collided head-on 
near here early today. 

Two persons—O. C, Malone, of 
Atlanta, engineer of the stream- 
lined Dixie Flagler, Chicago-to- 


Miami bound, one of the trains, 


and Robert A. Smith, of Lithia 
Springs—were seriously injured. 

Eight others were hospitalized, 
two here and the remainder at 
Manchester, while 27 persons 
were treated for minor hurts. 
CRASH ON CURVE 

The collision occurred on a 
curve of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Coast tracks, the Flagler 
hurtling into a Brunswick-to- 
Atlanta local. 

The terrific Impact left the 
two engines telescoped in midair, 
but no single coach of either train 
was overturned. 

“It was a miracle hundreds 
were not killed,” said J. L. Ed- 
wards, vice president of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Coast 
Railway, who, with other officials 
of the road, was a passenger on 
the northbound train. ' 

Engineer Malone, who remain- 
ed at the controls as the two en- 
gines crashed, suffered serious 
burns and a broken pélvis, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. A. Johnson, of 
the Manchester haspital. Other 
members of the engine crews 
leaped to safety. > :

KRUG'S AMAZING ‘44 FIGURES 


U.S. ‘Best Fed’ Nation 
In World at War's Peak 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—(4)—WPB Chairman J. A. Krug today 
reported the United States produced 45 per cent of the world’s muni- 
tions in 1944 while keeping Americans “the best-fed—the best-housed— 
the best-clothed civilians in the world.” 

In the first annual report ever 


issued by the WPB, Krug stated 
that American war plants have 
sustained better than a five-billion- 


dollar monthly munitions pace 
since the summer of 1943. 

“The nation’s plants have sup- 
plied the best equipment to the 
largest navy, the largest air force, 
and one of the largest armies in 
the world,” the report declared, 
“and our civilian economy, though 
short of some of the things to 
which it was accustomed, has been 
maintained in a sound and healthy 
condition. 

“In 1944 alone the country pro- 
duced 96,359 planes, including 16,- 
048 heavy bombers, built 30,889 
ships, 17,565 tanks, 595,330 Army 
trucks, and produced 3,284 heavy 
field guns and howitzers and 7,454 
light ones, 152,000 Army aircraft 
rocket launchers, 215,177 bazookas 
and 1,146,774 tons of ground artil- 
lery ammunition.” 

MANY CRISES 


Krug reported that the  al- 
most uninterrupted climb in arms 
production from  $500,000,000 
monthly in 1940 to a volume 10 
times as great in 1944 was “dog- 
ged at almost every step by 
crises.” The manpower pinch was 
acute last year, he said, because 
of the loss of nearly 1,000,000 
workers from the civilian labor 
force. 

“To a high degree this loss was 
the result of inductions of skilled 
labor into the armed forces,” he 
said. “Inductions sometimes 
caused by a_ not-too-cautious 
weighing of the need for a worker 
on the production front against 


the need for that worker on the 
fighting front.” 

“The important and astounding 
fact is that in 1944, the year in 
which. the crescendo of war 
mounted to a thunderous climax, 
the American consumer and his 
family remained by far the best- 
fed, best-housed and best-clothed 
civilians in the world. 

WELL SUPPLIED 


“While all battle fronts were 
ablaze, while the U. S. productive 
system was feeding shipload after 
Shipload of munitions into a fu- 
neral pyre for the enemy, the 
American consumer was furnished 
with more goods and services than 
in any year since 1941.” 


In 142 pages, the report de- 
scribed the rise of synthetic rub- 
ber producticn from 8,000 tons in 
1941 to 753,000 in 1944; the treb- 
ling of aluminum output from 
1942 through 1944; the 50-fold rise 
of magnesium production in five 
years and the 80-fold increase in 
penicillin output in one year. 


In 1941, the WPB chairman con- 
tinued, the United States contrib- 
uted only 12 per cent to the com- 
paratively small world production 
of armaments. Last year this 
country alone was responsible for 
almost 45 per cent of the $110,- 
00vU,000,000 in combat munitions 
preiuced by the Axis and the 
United States together.

The Public Gets What 


It Pays For in Government 


SENSE 


by HAROLD ICKES 


United States Secretary of the Interior 


With the public business more important 
today than ever before, congressmen and 
Federal executives hold some of the toughest 
and most important jobs in the world. These 
jobs are hard to get and are hard to hold onto. 
Yet, the rewards of holding Federal office 
are meager in terms of cash, The fact is that 
congressmen and cabineteers, senators and 

“hureauerats” are, generally speaking, no- 
toriously underpaid and overworked. 

This results in a paradoxical system under 
which the training or experience that a man 
receives as a congressman or cabinet officer, 
in conducting public business of tremendous 
import, constitutes only an apprenticeship 
for a better paying job in private business. 


Small Rewards in Government 


Just one illustration will suffice to show 
the hollowness of the situation. The smooth 
operation of the postal system of the United 
States is, obviously, far more important to 
many more people than the sale of soft drinks 
could ever be. Yet we have today one former 
cabinet officer heading the movie industry, 
another creating markets for a non-alcoholie 
beverage, and a Senator leaving Congress to 
head major league baseball. I have no criti- 
cism of these men. I do, however, criticize the 
system which makes the financial rewards 
of managing the public business so small in 
comparison with the rewards paid those to 
conduct private business. 

Private business has long since learned 
that “you only get what you pay for.” It is 
time that we applied this principle to Federal 
employment. 


No Substitutes for Compensation 
It would be “good business” for the public 


business to pay enough to attract and to hold 
the most competent employ ees. In the long 
run this would mean less expensive and more 
efficient management. 

There is.consiflerable agitation for legis- 
lation which would raise the pay of congress- 
men, cabinet officers, and the heads of inde- 
pendent agencies, | think that we should go 
further and provide a system of retirement 
pay for these men after their long years of 
service to their government. The fact is that 
the longer a man works for Uncle Scrooge the 
less his value to private business. There is no 
line of prospective employers in Washington 
eager to grab off ex-congressmen or execu- 
tives who have sat out their usefulness, I 
do not mean that anyone who gets elected to 
Congress or holds executive office for a brief 
term should automatically receive a pension 
thereafter of $5,000 or $10,000 a year. The 
pension system that I propose would result 
in retirement pay in proportion to the length 
of service and to the age of the person receiv- 
ing it. This would be a voluntary system and 
in order to be a heneficiary of it, one must 
have made substantial contributions to the 
fund covering his term of service in the 
Government, 


Public Wants Efficiency in Government 


As it now is, when the time comes for a 
man to retire, we offer him no inducements 
to do so. If he’s lucky, he gets a chance to 
die in office. Otherwise, a man ‘in Fed- 
eral employment may serve the Government 
faithfully for years, yet, if he or his party 
should be defeated for office, he immediately 
hecomes a fit object for charity unless he is 
ready to file off the rust and start all over 
again in a business or profession that has 
literally run away from him while he was 
serving his country. 

Now is the time for Americans to come to 
the aid of all good men who are serving their 
country faithfully. Therefore, every citizen 
should write to his Senator and Congressman 
today, urging that action be taken now...or 
merely mail this article.

‘Sen. Richard B. Russell, back from a 
trip to devastated Europe, spoke of the 
dazed condition of the peoples and of the 
fact they expect more from us than we 
can, or should, deliver. It is a problem 


growing out of the turmoil of war and.the 
chaotic political conditions in many of the 
liberated, but badly damaged countries. 


Sen. Russeil will take a leading part in 
senatorial legislation and debate on these 
problems. 


Speaking of the domestic problems, 
Sen. Russell declared he believed the bill 
to create a permanent FEPC would be de- 
feated. The Constitution, which sincerely 
supports the rights and privileges of all 
minorities, trusts that Sen. Russell is cor- 
rect. The FEPC, as proposed, is not a 
good bill nor a necessary bill for minori- 
ties: The last report of the temporary 
FEPC showed the south’s record of volun- 
tary compliances to be greater than that 
of other sections. There is no need for a 
permanent FEPC. There is a need for 
jobs. If the jobs are available the system 
of voluntary compliances can be made to 
werk. The bill as proposed would incite 
determined resistance and work to the 
detriment of those for whom it is designed. 
The Constitution now, as before, opposes 
it out of an honest conviction the bill is 
wrong. 


It was, with a few minor exceptions, a 
safe and sane Fourth, as it should have 
been. The war goes on and there is no 
sign of its end. There is much serious, 
hard work to be done, requiring all our 
best thought and character. 


Englands First Election in 10 Years 


England ballots today in the first gen- 
eral election in 10 years. | 


At stake is the political future of Win- 
ston Churchill, the great wartime prime 
minister, and the Conservative party. The 
Labor party, which won the government 
after the First World War, has not—from 
this distance—made a very effective cam- 
paign. On the other hand, Mr. Churchill 
has campaigned in a manner which would 
have been very effective here in Georgia 
where the slam-bang attack is popular. 


Those close to the scene think Mr. 
Churchill will win. Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell, just back from England, said yester- 
day in Gainesville those political experts 
with whom he had talked said Churchill 
would win. 


This means much more than a personal 
Churchill victory. That is hardly disputed. 
He will win in his own district. But to 
really win Mr. Churchill must have 


enough prestige to carry into office at : 


least 321 other members of his party. He 
cannot win in the sense that one of our 
presidential candidates wins. If he wins 
and the Conservative party fails to win a 
majority of the 640 seats in commons, Mr. 
Churchill will be in the house but he will 
be just a lonely man on the opposition 
bench. 


Without Mr. Churchill the Labor party 
would win an overwhelming victory in the 
judgment of English observers. But Win- 
ston Churchill, they believe, has enough 
strength to carry his party into office 
along with him. 


We will not know the result until July 
29, the soldier vote count accounting for 
the delay. 


America, if it had its choice, would vote 
for “Winnie.” A majority of our people 
like him. The times would seem to call 
for a Churchill victory.

Three Men Prepare 
To Leave Philadelphia 


Let us assume it is July 5, 1776. On yesterday 

the Declaration of Independence was signed in 

| Philadelphia. Today three men who signed it 
prepare to return to Georgia—Lyman Hall, Button Gwinnett, George 
Walton. Having joined in pledging their lives, their property and 
sacred honor, their roads part again. Hall was 52, Gwinnett 41, 
Walton 35. None was a hot-headed, impetuous youth. Let us look 


at them, 

Lyman Hall was born in April, 1724, at Walling: 
Lyman Hall ford. Conn. the son of John and Mary (Street) 
Hall. He graduated from Yale and began to study theology under 
his uncle. He was given a church at Fairfield. 

Two years later he was dismissed for immoral conduct, which 
conduct he confessed. 

He took up the study of medicine. But. even then he was rest- 
less. A group of New England Congregationalists was moving to 
South Carolina, joining another gone before. Hall joined them. 
Between 1752 and 1756 the whole colony had moved across the 
river to the “Midway District” in the colony of Georgia. There, 
in 1758, he founded the town of Sunbury, the most important town 
in St. John’s parish. 

It was not many years before the crown governor of Georgia, 
James Wright, was complaining the center of the rebellion against 
the crown was in St. John’s parish where a certain Dr. Hall was 
leader. When Georgia, because of Indian trouble and the clever 
political skill of Gov. Wright, faided to send a delegate to the Con- 
tinental Congress in 1775, St. John’s sent Hall anyhow, and he sat 
participating in the debates, but not voting. ; 

When war came and Georgia was invaded, his entire holdings 
were burned; his rice plantation dykes blasted. But when war was 
done he came back and in 1783 this New Englander was elected 
governor. It was he who made the recommendation to the legis- 
lature it set aside a grant of land and money to establish a state 
university. The University at Athens is his idea and was the first 
state university chartered in America. Leaving office, he estab- 
lished a plantation in Burke county and died within a few months. 


: A Welsh father and an English mother were 
Button Gwinnett the parents of a son at Glouchestire, Eng- 
land, in May, 1735. He grew up in the exporting business, most 
of it to the colonies. They interested him and in 1760 he had saiied 
to Savahnah, purchased St. Catherine’s Island and set himself up 
as a planter. 

Sunbury was the flourishing port 
went for friendship and conversation. Soon he found himself listen- 
ing to the town’s dottor. Lyman Hall. He was elected to the co- 
lonial assembly, but it bored him. He was really not much inter- 
ested in politics. It was just that Hall fired him. It was this 
interest that got him elected in January of 1776 as a delegate to 
Philadelphia. There he signed, on July 4, the Declaration. He was 
an impatient, brilliant man, who liked to do things in a hurry. 

He wanted to get into the field in command of troops, but was 
refused. In October he was elected to the state assembly and re- 
elected to the Continental Congress. Always honest, he seems to 
have had the faculty of ruffling people. 

He stood up and led the fight to defeat a scheme to have South 
Carolina absorb Georgia. This fight caused him to become the only 
president Georgia ever had—when Gov. Archibald Bulloch died 
suddenly, the assembly made Gwinnett temporary “President of 
the State of Georgia.” 

He was defeated in the race for governor two months later; 
became involved in a row with Gen. Lachlan McIntosh over a 
bungled expedition into Florida against the Indians, and demanded 
an inquiry. He was sustained and McIntosh, in a fury, challenged 
him.. They duelled the next morning and both were wounded. 
Gwinnett died three days later. 

He died insolvent. His relatives died. No one knows where he 
was buried. All that is left of the man is a brief history. 


George Walton Born in Virginia in 1741, left an orphan, 


apprenticed to a carpenter, George Walton 
saved his money, studied at home and, released from his appren- 
ticeship, moved to Savannah. 

He was an ardent, radical revolutionist. He spoke for it, wrote 
for it, served on committees, wrote denunciations to the King, was 
secretary of many organizations. 

He was a natural to go to the Philadelphia meeting. An ardent 
Democrat, he argued for equal votes for states. peace with, and 
fair treatment of, the Indians. He was a bitter opponent, in state 
and national politics, of Button Gwinnett. . 

Fiercely loyal, he forged a letter to help his friend, Lachlan 
McIntosh, who had killed Gwinnett. He served gallantly in the 
war, but was so hated by the rival faction efforts were made to 
impeach him. He was twice governor. Haughty, austere, violent 
of temper, bitter toward his foes, blind to the fault of friends, he 
was many times judge, chief justice once, filled out the term of 
James Jackson in the United States senate, and died “full of honors,” 
an arch conservative who began as the wildest-eyed revolutionary 
of them all.

State Department 
Needs More Money 


Ernest K. Lindley substitutes today for Glad- 
stone Williams, whose column is unavailable, 


Now that the new secretary of state has taken office it is to be 
hoped that he will not become so overwhelmed by vast affairs that 
he will lose sight of the need for strengthening the State Depart- 
ment and our diplomatic service. A good beginning on this has 
been made under Secretary Stettinius, but much more remains to 
be done. 

Doubtless there will be some changes in the Stettinius “team.” 
It is not a weak team. It is better in some positions than its prede 
cessor, poorer in others. It can be improved upon. 

On the levels below the assistant secretaries there are many 
excellent men. The State Department is not loaded down with 
inferior men. It does not have enough first-rate men. That is, it 
is, or was for many years, a small organization. Now, if they are 
to do a real job for the United States, the State Department and 
its foreign service must be, after the war, several times their pre- 
war size. 

A good deal of new blood has been infused into the department. 
And a number of its better younger career men have been pro- 
moted to fairly influential positions. But some of them should be 
pushed still higher, and more new. blood is still needed. 

It is important, also, both immediately and in the longer run, 
that there be no “means test” for occupying ang position in the 
State Department here or in our diplomat ice abroad. The ° 
salary and expense allowance for any post should be high enough 
to permit a man without private income to occupy it. 

This requires a drastic revision. of present 


Better Salaries salaries and expense allowances, especially ‘or 
key jobs. Many other government jobs, especially those of high 
responsibility, should carry higher salaries. Cabinet members should 
receive at least $25,000 a year, senators and representatives at least 
$20,000, undersecretaries and assistant secretaries $20,000 or more. 
It should be possible for our best career administrators, the key 
civil servants in each department or agency, to look forward to 
salaries of $20,000 to $25,000. The British pay that much to their 
top civil servants. 

It is not hard, at present, to draw good young men and women 
into the government, because government salaries at lower levels 
are high in comparison with private employment. But it is not eas 
to keep the best ones in the government, because there is not en 
advancement for them to look forward to. 

This problem shows up in aggravated form in the State Depart- 
ment and our diplomatic service. For the salaries for the more 
important jobs are not only low in comparison with private in- 
dustry, they are entirely inadequate to cover the costs of holding 
jobs which require a certain amount of entertaining. 

The present undersecretary and assistant secretaries of state 
have private means. Their predecessors had private means. Our 
most important ambassadors, and most of our other ambassadors, 
have private means. Without a private income—at some posts. a 
very large private income—it is impossible for these men to dis- 


charge their duties properly. 

: : This state of affairs is a disgrace to 
Disgrace To Nation the richest nation in the world. It is 
also dangerous to our welfare. With this handicap, it is remark- 
able that we are as well represented abroad as we are. We will get 
better representation, on the average,. when men can be chosen 
entirely for their ability and experience, without giving a thought 
to their personal financial status. 

Had a fat private income been a prerequisite, Eisenhower, Brad- 
ley and many other top-ranking officers in both the Army and the 
Navy could not have been chosen for the jobs which they have he'd. ° 
(Incidentally, our higher ranking officers in both the Army and 
Navy are underpaid.) We ought to be able to pick our diplomats 
also solely on the basis of merit. And, on top of adequate salaries, 
the government should shoulder the expenses that go with the job. 
If our ambassador to Great Britain needs $50,000 a for enter- 
tainment and other expenses, he should receive it public funds. 

The men who conduct our foreign relations have heavy respon- 
sibilities. There are division chiefs, presently almost unknown to 
the public, and others even lower down in the State Department. 
whose decisions or recommendations are more important to all! of 
us than the decisions of corporation executives or’ bankers receiv- 
ing many times their salaries. We should make sure that we pay 
enough for these jobs, and those higher up, to attract and h- Jd 
first-rate men. And we should be sure that first-rate men are put 
into those jobs, regardless of seniority or other considerations This 
is a belated reform. It is all the more urgent now that the United 
States recognizes its proper place as a truly world power—indeed, 
as the world’s greatest power. 2

Brother Rankin’s amendment 
calls for payment of $20 per week 
for a year to any member of the 
armed forces who served ninety 
days or more since Sept. 16, 1940, 
and was not dishonorably dis- 
charged. It would eliminate the 
existing provision in the G. I. bill 
for $20-a-week payments to unem- 
ployed veterans. 

Brother Rankin claims this pro- 
vision merely puts a premium on 
idleness and says his new plan 
would wipe out the discrimination 
and treat all alike. The $20 per 
week “adjusted compensation” 
would be in addition to the mus- 
tering-out pay already provided for 
by law which runs from $100 to 
$300, depending on the length and 
place of service. 

Rankin says on the basis of $1,- 
040 each for more than 10,000,000 
men and women eligible to his 
“adjusted compensation,” the to- 
ta. cost would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $11,000,000,000, which is 
exactly the figure that some opti- 
mists think my national lottery 
would net per year and which I 
propose be used to take care of the 
veterans’ bonus, though I hope and 
trust on more liberal terms than 
the gentleman from Mississippi 
suggests. 

Of course Rankin is not contem- 
plating a lottery in his amend- 
ment.

Learns Something 


Here is a brand-new idea suggested by a coffee 

growers’ association of Colombia, South America. 

“Our experiment station wants to know what strain 

. of bacteria will be needed for the kudzu crowns you are sending us,” 
insist upon preservation of unem- | the association writes E. J. Jones, Atlanta; commercial kudzu grower 


“Not having grown any 


kudzu previously, our ground is not inoculated, therefore we should 


inoculate the plants.” 

I thought we kpew a good deal 
ahout kudzu for we have been 
growing it since 1927 here at Yel- 
low River farm. Prior to that, we 
had. interviewed every person in 
these parts who was growing kud- 
zu and we even went to Florida 


and talked with the daddy of the 
plant,’C. E. Pleas, of Chipley. We 
also visited a good Scotch farmer 
in Monticello, Fla., who was com- 
bining chickens and pecans with 
kudzu. I have read all the bulle. 
tins, talked with Kudzu Bailey, 
the agronomist who placed this 
plant on a scientific basis, and 
have communed with hundreds of 
members of our Kudzu Club 
(there are 6,500 of us), and I have 
written many paragraphs concern. 
ing it, in answer to the 2,500 in- 
quiries received from all over 
America and from many foreign 


countries. Yet this brand-new 
angle to this fascinating crop fair- | 
ly screams for attention this very | 
morning. 

There's only one reply to that. 
“Ain't it the truth?” And why 
didn’t we think of that? And why 
isn’t that the answer to some of 
the poor stands some of us are 
getting on our barren lands? It is 
well known that kudzu is usually 
planted on land too poor for other 
crops. Without question, all friend- 
ly bacteria are gone or practically 


gone. We inoculate soy beans, 
vetch, alfalfa, the clovers and the 
smart farmers even iftoculate peas, 
beans and tespedeza. Kudzu re . 
quires the same type of inocula- 
tion as velvet beans and cowpeas. 


It is a simple matter of dusting 
a few grains of the bacteria on 
the crown and keeping it out of 
the sun’s direct rays until Dlanted. 
It wouldn't cost another fifty cents 
per acre. All of us farmers know 
about this but we haven't done 
anything about it. It is just like 
the farmer said to the magazine 
salesman, “I don’t need your mag- 


_azine to tell me how to farm any 


better. I ain't farming as well as 
I know how, now.” 


Another fact is brought to light 
by Mrs. Edna C. Jones, writing in 
the Country Book Magazine, who 
tells her readers that a kudzu plot 
has been growing in Rockland 
county, New York, for about 20 
years and that the temperatures 
have been down to 20 below zero 
during these years and that 
drouths have been frequent. 


And all of us have been think- 
ing that kudzu is limited to the 
south! 

Well, we have been told many 
times that most of the things we 
know, aren’t so. Maybe we'll 
come to believe it before it is too 
late.

Summertime 
Ideal for Losing 
Excess Pounds 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


Summer slimming isn’t a breeze 
: I wouldn't try to fool you. 
But sometimes I. think I bend 
over backwards in my efforts to 
be strictly honest. Maybe I don’t 
make it sound rosy enough! Well, 
I can promise this, it’s almost easy 
to reduce in hot weather. The 
heat takes the edge off your appe- 
tite and the season’s foods are 
low in calories. So, if you'd tike 
to end the summer 15 to 20 pounds 
lighter, draw up a chair and re- 


lax ... here’s the pattern for eat- 
ing that is cooling and reducing. 


Calories and fuel are the same} 
thing and, summer or winter, the 
heat units must either be burned 
for energy or stored as fat. Some 
foods are higher in fuel and con- 
sequently more fattening than oth- 
ers. 

With summer dishes, it’s the 
trimmings that pile on calories. If 
you will go right down the line 
and leave off the main trimmings, 
you can lose two pounds a week 
without much effort. All the fresh 
fruits and vegetables are very low 
in calories so you can have gen- 
erous helpings. But if you are 
overweight, then you don't need 
the extra calories that come by 
pouring cream on berries, or may- 
onnaise and French dressing on 
Salads, or butter or a substitute 
on vegetables. By the way, the 
butter substitutes contain exactly 
the same number of calories as 
butter, 100 per tablespoon. The 
jams and jelly substitutes contain 
approximately 100 calories per ta- 
blespoon. Cottage cheese is the 
least fattening. 

Sugar is another summer item 
that bears watching. Now that it’s 
scarce, that may help you to use 
less. Try using just half as much 
sugar for your iced beverages and 
on cereal and berries as you have 
been in: the habit. of using. Be- 
fore you know it you will honestly 
like foods better with less sugar! 
It's mostiy habit. 

It is just as important to keep 
your menu balanced in hot weath- 
er as in cold.* You need a certain 
amount of the protective foods and 
you need them regardless of the 
season. 

\ Nutrition is so apt to bog down 
in hot weather. Don’t let it be- 
cause your will power and fitness 
takes a slump, too. Have milk or) 
cheese daily for the essential cal- | 
cium. Take one glass as a bev-. 


erage and one on cereal. A whole 
grain cereal with fresh berriess 
served with milk and a very small | 
amount of sugar makes en ideal | 
hot weather breakfast. Have an '| 
egg every day and a serving of. 
fish or lean meat or fowl. Hot 
weather menus are often too low 
in protein, Then to complete the 
balance, have fruits and vegeta- 
bles, liberal amounts of them.

Another Middle East problem 
concerns Iranian oil. The Rus- 
sians have long been pressing the 
Iran government for oil conces- 
sions in the northern part of the 
country.
